The hopeless, dark idolator of chance.—Campbell: 


OF the various forms which gaming assumes, perhapé 
the most dangerous is that of the Lottery—because those 
who venture within its magic cirele are not required to 
possess the slightest preliminary knowledge of the art 
—and the same disgrace is not attached to it which ac- 
companies other branchee of the hazardous wade. The 
minute subdivision of the prices of tickets makes the 
devastation more extensive, by including a greater num- 
ber of victims, the needy and ignotant, the vain and i- 
dle—to whose imagination bersens tempting phan- 
tasms of golden showers. the conseqiitnces f thia 
Kicensed gambling, many of us have ho doubt, witness: 
ed the most heart-rending examples—of clerks robbin 
their masters—cashiers embezzhug the accumulate 
savings of widows and orphans—and parents depriving 
their children of food and clothing—in order to indulge 
this infatuating passion. If the most conspicuous ca 
which oceur in our larger cities were collected and de: 
scribed, a picture of depravity and guilt, of the dissen- 
tion, misery and dispersion of families, of equalid pov- 
erty, despair and suicide, wonld be brought to light; 
which would be too appalling for human contenipla- 
ton -— 

‘Non, mihi si linguz Gentuth sint, oraque centum 

Ferrea vox ;omnes scelerum comprehendere formaé 

Omnia penarum percurrere nomina possi!’ 

A very able pamphlet has been published, within & 
few years, on this interesting subject—in which a num 
ber of examples are detailed of the effects of the Lotte- 
ry System, exhibiting ‘the severance of the closest ah 
dearest connexions of life ; the violations of the sacred, 
laws of wedlock ; the disruption of the tender ties of 
consanguinity and nature ; and woe; the musi keen and 
heart-rending, meeting oir eyes in all the miultifariol&® 
forms of hopeless bankouptes, cheerless and unmitiga- 
ted penury, incurable intemperance, and infamelia 
vice. 
Soon after reading the above production, my iiten? 
tion was more particularly drawn to the sabject by pe- 
rusing the trial and confession of a Cathole Pritt 
ed Pierlot, who became gradually involved in e: 
lusive mazes of the Lottery, unul he was inextricably 
involved in ruin. He left behind him a full confession 
of his crimes—which is a striking record of the gradtt 
al ascendancy of vice, and of the subjugation of every 
faculty under one master passion. 
Pierlot had the misfortune to draw a fee prizes at 
the commencement of his adventuruus career!—thesa 
were followed by losses—so that his mid beeaine al- 
ternately eluted with joy, or racked with éntiety and 
suspense. The destructive and chimerical hope of re- 
pores his logses by some happy chance, daily plunged 
im a in pate ye and it was only thea pe- 
temptorily reminde a large pecuniary obligation 
that he was awakened to a nue Pt hie ei iotehtation’ 
A young Iady confiding in his character as a clergyman, 
placed in his hands the sum of 1500 fr. to be employed 
as he told her, in an advantageous investment. e 
whole was spent in Lottery tickets! And when the 
time arrived for lim to render afi ace of hie trust, 
he was filled with horror and despwit. The fear of de- 
tection operated so powerfully dpon bit, that he was 
ready to commit afty crime in order to escape from his 
present dilemma, but it is really susprising that the 
worst effect he anticipated from detection, was, not the 
loss of his fair fame, or the scatdal caused 10 his sacred 
peat, aa privation of ttle means He had pre- 
viously enjoyed of indulging his darling passion. 

He had a Triend (Mr cieienes a coerinetioe at law) 
who reposed the most entire confidenée ih hita. Peir- 
lot knew that he was in the enjoyment of a hahdsemé 
income—of which he every year laid by a part, as he 
lived witht economy although with studied neatness and 
comfort. The surplus he kept in his strong box— 
ferring, like the man in Gil Blas, to accumulate it in 
that way, to the risk of confiding it to any of the mon- 
eyed institutions.
